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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



Examiner acknowledges a reception of the Remarks and Amendment 
filed on May 23, 2005. Claims 2 - 4, 6 - 8, 10, 14, 17, 18, 22, 26, 28 and 30 
are amended. Claims 1, 5, 9, 25, 27 are deleted. Amendment has 
overcome the objection and rejections under 35 USC 102(e) and 35 USC 
103(a). 

An amended independent Claim 2 discloses, inter alia, a pad adapted 
for large area contact with one of said insole and said outsole, said pad 
having an electrically conductive portion that includes stitching that lies in 
said electrically conductive path. The closest reference for the claim is 
Bisson (US 6,549,391 ), which discloses many elements of the claim 
including an electrostatic circuit for footwear having an outsole, an insole 
and midsole between the insole and outsole, the electrostatic circuit 
including: a conductor path having a first end and a second end; a 
conductive pad attached to the first end of the conductive path; the 
conductive pad being attached to one of the outsole and the insole; the 
second end of the conductive path being attachable to the other of the 
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outsole and the insole; and at least one resistor electrically coupled to the 
conductive path. However, the plug of Bisson (element 34 in Fig. 1) is a 
metal element, which is not adapted for attachment by stitching. Therefore, 
the plug of Claim 1 is not disclosed. 

The same limitation of plug being conductively attached by stitching is 
recited over again in all other independent claims 6,18, 26, 28 and 30. 

As per independent ClaimslO and 28, they recite, inter alia, a 
limitation of electrically conductive pad completely contained between said 
outsole and said midsole, while the conductive pads of the reference are 
defined as "conductive washers 34 having sharp teeth 36 protruding at right 
angles". Therefor, the reference does not cover the recited limitation of the 
Claims. 

Allowability resides, at least in part, in the above-described 
limitations, which has not been disclosed in the Prior Art in a search.
